3. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

a) Instant claim 1 appears to be identical to claim 1 of the parent application 
(10/106,646) as amended on 10/13/2003. That claim was rejected under 35 USC 112 in the 
parent application. Upon filing of the present continuation-in-part (CIP) application, literal 
support exists for claim 1 and therefore no rejection under 35 USC 1 12 will be made. 

b) The prior art does not disclose or suggest a process as claimed, including the steps of 
mixing a dispersion medium with a particle coalescence preventing agent as defined in claim 1 , 
mixing a metal including at least 10% tin but excluding alkali metals with the dispersion medium, 
heating to melt the metal, applying a dispersing energy to obtain a molten metal particle- 
dispersed substance, and cooling to solidify the molten metal and form solid particles having an 
average particle diameter of 15 it/m or less . 

c) With respect to some of the prior art used to reject the claims of the parent 
application, the Watson patent clearly requires the presence of alkali metals, and the Ochiai 
process results in particles significantly larger than the maximum size presently claimed.
